THE BUDGET tU'EEOU. AND 
ft <ITS01UT1GS. 



Tho I'lovincial Treasurer's budget 
speech was a phiin, clear ond ooncisu ex- 
position uf the tinaucial condition of the 
Province. Ho^did not, as some linancr 
.ministers find it convenient to do, hide 
his meaning under a cloud of words or 
bcwildtr his hearers with a formidable 
•u-r:-y of unnecessary figures. The hearer 
wlui w as al all attentive and hail any 
knuwleilge of tile way in which the pub- 
lic uccounta of the piovince arc kept, 
could gain i'roui what he said an uccur 
ate idea of the finunuia! condition of 
tbe province; and the -intelligent reader 
will peruse his apeech with profit and 
will be certain to iirrive I't the couclu 
sion that the ( Jovernnient has been care 
ful ill their exjjenditure of the pulilii 
money und judiciously eeouondcal. 

That impression will be deepened 
when^he readsthe criticisms on the bud 
get speech by the Hon. Mr. Beaveu and 
Mr. Grant. Anything weaker than the 
.speeches of tlioso two gentlemen 
liariUy be imagined. It ia proverljially 
easy to find fault, but to judge by the 
labored but feeble speeches of the Lead- 
er of the Oppo8ition''and his lieutenant 
they mast have found it the next thing 
to impossible to discover any weakness 
in tho (jlovernnient's luluiinisliatiou ol 
the provincial liiianocs. .Mr. Ciraut 
wasted a great deal of time 
censuring the Provincial Ti easurer for 
not being a prophet. It seamed to be 
an unpardonable sin in his eyes not to 
be able to foresee the number of persons 
who would purchase public lands 
Ordinary people aeo but a very littl 
way into the future, and persons that 
are at all prudent in their prep 
tious do not calculate upnu bene- 
fitting by windfalls. If windfalls come 
they are very welcome, and 'there 
are iienorally some way in whicli tho 
money can be prolitably expended. But 
to calculate upon unusual receipts ia un-

and the expenditure that is made with 
the expectation of their coming in may 
prove u very embarrassing liability. 
Wo think, tlieiefure, that, very few 
people will lilame tlte Ifon. Mr. 'i iir- 
Jier for not liav.in.; calculiili.'d upon a 
vei-y lai'L,'e sum in last year's 
estimatea for land receipts. Tlift 
principal thing for them to con- 
sider is, did he make a good use of 
the money when be did get it ''. If is 
critics do not even hint that the money 
thus unexpectedly received swis wasted 
or miaappi ojii iated ill any way. If the 
Goverument had lieeii cxtrava;^ant, if 



ncss almost criminal even to listen to 
tlie demands of those whatn he regards 
as the enemies of society. The conven- 
ing of the International Lalior Congress 
onmiot have mot with the approval of 
liisuiarck. Ht- would, liccording to his 
lights, treat the workmen well, but they 
they must accept what it pleases biui 
voluntarily to give. He would never 
yield anything to their demands. 

It is whiapered that tho course which 
the iMiipernr lias entered upon was sug- 
gested by his wife, who, it is said, takes 
lier atand on purely Christian grounds.

1 hi textile trades altmo about UOO.OOO 
operatives were' employed in 1885. The 
a\'eragc weekly wages earned in that 
>'ear by men in the cotton industries 
amounted to iSSs 3d, in the woollen in- 
dustries the_ sum was 23a 2d, in the 
worsted industries 23s 4di and in the 
linen industries 19s Od. In explanation 
iif tint lower wages received in the linen 
trade, it is remarked that "linen is 
argely a .Scotti,sh nud Irish industry, 
.iiid even in hhiglund it is carried on 
largely in country districts, and not so 
much in largo manufacturing nitre 
t lieotlier industries with which it is 
here cmiipaied. The earnings are 
eordiiigly loss <.n the average than in 
the other leading textile trades, which 
are carried on moro largely in large 
towns or in the central localities of 
Lancashire and Vco kshire. "

BISMARGJCS RESIGNATION. 

The resignation of Bismarck was not 
altogether unexpected.

The relations between tho Kmperor and 
his Prime Minister were delicate before 
the late election. His resignation was 
then every day expected.

the virtual rulei' of Germany and the 
dictator of Europe \\ii3 at hist returncil

A0RICU1.TUJU'; A.M> iKiiri'ii'i i.'irni-;, 
On the report on tho Agriculture ami 
Hortioalture Bill (Mr. Cunninu'liam), 
several amendments were made by Mr. 
Ladner, and tho'adbption of the report 
was adjourned until the next sitting of 
the Hoii.sc.

( 'luvan in the chair, upon tlio Kloctions 
KegulatioiiH Hill (Hon. Mr. Beaveii). 
'i'lio committee rose, reporting progress. 

'Mr. Duck nn)Vod the si^cond re'ading 
of his Eleotious Regulations liill, pro- 
viding that personal solicitations of c.in- 
didntos ut election^ b,a tnade illeg'il. I le 
considered iho praotioo obfcetionable to 
tho electors and contrary to the nriii- 
oiple of the Ballot Act. He did not 
anticlpato that any trouble would nt isa 
from iwlitloal 9ppon«nt8 falsely accus- 
ing sucibessful eanaidivtes of oanvossing 
their votes. Candidates, as a rule, were 
as truthful and lionorahle mi the neiier- 
ality of men, and be Imped that tbe bill 
would |)ans, tiieieliy |nrilying elecfioiiii. 

Iliiii. .Mr. 1 »av ill .agreed with tllO priu- 
etploofthe hill piopostld. l)ttb thought 
that tho penalties jjiovideo werO excos- 
plve, A fine was, he considered, fully 



sufficient, without the loss of the Beat, 
in the eaac of the candidate iioraomillj' 
soliciting; it eei tainly was fully sutli- 
eicnt in the case of agents violatijit; the 
pnneiple of tho law. 

.Mr. .Sriith thought the proposed 
measure might do very we'.l for thu 
cities where newspapers were published 
and piiblie niettidgs could conveniently 
be held; but it woubl not do for the 
districts. .Soliciting a vote was a very 
indefinilo term, by idacing himself in 
iminination a candiilate practically sol- 
icited the votes of the electors. If he 
wished to ask his constituents mieiily, 
face to face, for their votes it was their 
own allair; the right of free speech be 
longed to everyone. He (.Mr. .Smith) 
could not approve of the bill. 

Hon Mr. Beaven said that lie bad at- 
tempted similar legislation before, but 
it had been decided as impracticable. 
He had always been in favor of stop- | 
ping personal .solicitation at elections. 
.A man could say all that he had to say 
on t ho inibliij platform or through the 
prc.is. Hole and corner cxpluiiations of 
political prineijile wore not wise or 
benoticial, ami legislation that would 
|)ut an end to this would be 
very aceoplahlo to tlie great body of the 
lectors. He would certainly support 
the principle of tho bill. 

Hon. Mr. Robson would also support 
the second reading of this bill. It was 
in thC interest of morality and good 
goveriunont to put an end to personal 
solicitation at elections. As hid been 
.sidd by the hon. introihicer of the bill, 
tbo present condition of all'airs was dia- 
metrically opposeil to tho princi])lo of 
tbe ballot act. h'or himself he could say 
that he had very generidly avoided per- 
sonal solicitation. He believed in the 
candidates expressing themselves pub- 
licly and in the presence of their oppon- 
ents, and-not carrying a separate lale to 
each elector. -If everything in connec- 
tion wi*h elections were carried on 
openly and above board, it would be 
much more beneficial to responsible 
government. He eould nol see the 
force of the objection raised by the hon. 
member for Lillooet. It woultl certaiidy 
be easier for him to hold public meet- 
ings at different places in his district 
than to meet all of his constituents in- 
dividually. 

Mr. Ladner thought that the bill was 
introduced for the express benefit of 
those who had good voices and the gift 
of the gab. If' passed it would lie a 
dead letter in tho stalule book, as dead 
as the pnrtion which required the pnMi- 
c It inn lit eleci iijii expenses. He would 
oppose the hill. 

.Mr. .Vnders.in eiidoisi-il the legi.shil ii 'ii 
proposed. Many a man now would not 
give bis vote unless he was individually 
asked for it; such a man did not deserve 
a vole. 

Mr. Orr sup|iorled tbe bill. He 
wiiidd like to see the bill go further and 
compel every elector to vole, and he 
would also favor legishilion making it 
illegal for any man to pronii.- e tho ex- 
penditure of ]nililic money if elected. 

Mr. -Martin t hoiight every man bad a 
rigbt to vote or not vote just a.s be .saw 
lit. He opposed the lull, which, if 
passed, would certainly' be imiperative 
on the .Mainland. 

Mr. Cumiingham would support tbe 
measure if it went to tho full length of 
what was required to jiroteet the ballot 
— inado it illegal to promise votes by 
signing leiiuisitions, which were pub- 
lished in the newspapers. 

Hon. Mr. Turner remarked that there 
was considerable trulli in what .\lr. 
Ladner had said, the passage of tlii.s bill 
would give the elmpient ones a grei.t 
advantage over their loss fortunate op- 
ponents. He would support the second 
reading of the bill, however, although 
there were many things in it that he 
could scarcely approve. He could not 
see whore the difi'erauce existed between 
asking a man for his vote, and writing 
to him with the same request as was 
allowed by the biU. 

Col. Baker was opposed to the change 
pro|)osed, as he did not think it would 
work fairly or satisfaet/orily. 

Mr. Mason also said that ho would 
vote against the second reading. He 
wanted information upon what consti- 
tuted a public nieetmg. The spirit of 
tho proposed law would certainly be 
violated if a candidate, finding two or 
three electors, calletl a pidilie meeting 
and addresseil liiem. 

Mr. Senilin thought lhal the spirit of 
this act was in the right direction, but, 
he did not consider that the measure 
would he at all workable. It would lie 
ditlicult, indeed, to deline a "pulilic 
meeting." Supposing .i eamlidate vhdIo 
to a gentlonian living ahiiio, or almost 
alone, in one purtinn of the di.strict, 
ihat he would lie at his jilare to linld a 
public meeting on a certain dale, and on 
l;i.s arrival found the "cnlleinan and his 
family alone, wimlil that he a pulilic 
meeting? He woiild like a d-^linition. 

Mr. Orr -Where ever two or three am 
gathered togelln i. 

Mr. .Seinlin concluded by saying that 
he would vote for the second reading, 
as he certainly approved of its prin- 
ciple. 

Tho second reading was cu rled on a 
division of 13 to 7, and the 1 ill sent into 
the same committee as Mr. Beaven's 
bill (No. 53), with Mr. Cowan chair- 
man. The committee rose, reporting 
progress. 

The House rose at 5:50 p.m.
